To H is Excellency, Murphy J. Foster, Governor of the State of Louisiana, and Ex- 
Offleto FreHidentof the Charity Hospital Board of Administrators: 

Your Excellency — The annual report of the Board of 
Administrators of the Charity Hospital, with the reports of the 
House and Finance' Committees and its officers, furnish full 
information of work accomplished and expenses incurred during 
the year 1889. 

As stated in the reports of the Secretary and Finance Com- 
mittee, the current expenses of the year amounted to $119,584, 
and the revenues to $125,100. 

The auctioneers' fees exceeded by $6000 the receipts from 
the same source for several years previous, and enabled us to 
tide over the year without encroaching on the reserve fund. 

In view of the fluctuating character of the sources of reve 
nue outside of the State appropriation, ami of the increasing 
expense followiug the erection of the Richard Milliken Memo- 
rial, we would respectfully direct the attention of our legislative 
bodies to the need for a larger appropriation. 

In the report of the House Committee will be found a state- 
ment of expenditures fur the renovation of the Hospital, 
amounting to $11,000, with a further account of disbursements 
for works of improvements, fully described, and amounting to 
$22,600.

This report, as well as that, of theHouse Surgeon, also directs 
attention to the necessity for a larger corps of trained female 
nurses to supply the male medical and surgical wards. latins 
regard the Hospital is lamentably deficient and not abreast of 
the times. Fm its correction there will be needed a Sep 
building for the accommodation of nurses, which ire are nol at 
present in a position to construct. 

From the Clerk's and House Surgeon's report, 9149 patients 
were admitted and treated during the past year. Of these. SIS 
were is of Mississippi. 

During the year, 812 major snrgieal operations were per- 
formed, and 3514 accident case^ received attention. 

In the Out-Clinics 21,803 patients were treated, G9.99!) con- 
sultations given, and the Ambulance Corps responded to 1417 
calls. 

The recent and unfortunate outbreak of .smallpox in the 
Charity Hospital, and its rapid spread throughout the building, 
demonstrates the need for a special building in which suspected 
eases of contagious ami infectious diseases may lie isolated pend- 
ing their development. We have the plans for such a .struct- 
ure, hut on!- special fund, derived from legacies and donations, 
is at the present time inadequate for the purpose. 

Daring your administration this institution has been parti- 
cularly fortunate in bequests and donations. From 1892 to the 
present time it has received S2.17.174, of which $100,000 was 
donated by Mrs. Milliken for the erection of the Richard 
Milliken Memorial Hospital for Children. 

It is gratifying to report upon the increased importance of 
the Female Training School for Nurses. Under the able and 
conscientious supervision of Miss Adelaide Iluyghe, the young 
ladies of the corps have done very effective and faithful work, 
for which we thank them. 

As the executive officer of the Charity Hospital, its able 
House Surgeon and his efficient assistants are entitled to our 
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warmest praise, as also the other officers of this institution; the 
Visiting Staff, the Besident Students, Ambulance Corps, and em- 
ployees of the Hospital in general. All have labored with unity 
of purpose and have left nothing to be desired. The harmony 
has been perfect and gratifying. 

To our worthy Secretary, who is always at his post, we 
return our sincere thanks, and also to the firm of Farrar, Jonas 
& Kruttschnitt, to whom we are indebted for many favors. 

Of Sister Agnes and her corps of Sisters, we fail in words 
to express our appreciation of their great services in this institu- 
tion. We can but thank them. 

To my colleagues and to the committees upon whom rest the 
burden of responsibility and labor, the Chairman returns his 

heartfelt thanks.

To the Vice President and Board of Administrators: 

Gentlemen — We beg to present the following summary of 
the most important irork of the past year. 

Their magnitude and large cost enforces the fact that the 
outlay of money necessary for their accomplishment, could not 
have been afforded were it not for the Special Fund — a fund 
altogether made up of legacies and donations, and altogether 
outside of the appropriations made by the State. 

This fund is now comparatively reduced, and, in consequence, 
necessary improvements have to be held in atx'yanee — such, for 
instance, as the erection of a building for contagious diseases 
dining-room and dormitories for the employees or help, particu- 
larly for skilled help — such as trained nurses — so badly needed 
to satisfy the Hospital requirements in that line, all of which 
must be finally supplied. 

It. is to be hoped that public attention will be directed to 
these wants of the Hospital. 

The expenditures from the general fund of the Hos- 
pital for general repairs, repainting, kalsomin- 
ing, etc., have been large, aggregating. 811,000 00 

In addition, the disbursements on account of the 
iron fences, Schillhi&vr walks and general im- 
provements of the grounds ou the adjacent 
square, together with amounts advanced on ac- 
count of Milliken Hospital, sum up. 22,600 00 

Making a total sum expended for the year 1S99, 

principally in permanent works, of. $33,600 00 
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The main work of the year was as follows: The erec 
of a durable and symmetrical iron fence in front of and extend- 
ing the entire length of (he adjacent square, together with a 
light iron division fence interiorly placed. 

Raising and improvement of grounds of fche Milliken Hos- 
pital square, Schillinger pavements in front of new Bquareaud 
interior walks around and about the Milliken Hospital 

Iron bridge plates in continuation of those in front of the 
main Hospital, extending from the late South Robertson to the 
corner of Magnolia street, on Tnlane avenue. 

Saiiilar\ improvement of colored wards for females, em- 
bracing sanitary closets, bath tubs and improved ventilation, 
which, together with the iron galleries on the exterior, make it 
one of the most important improvements of the past year, and 
one which we confidently believe will result in an enhanced 
favorable condition of the occupants. 

A pavilion for convalescing patients in one of the yards, 
thoroughly built and provided with comfortable benches, well 
sheltered from the sun, and which is destined to add bo their 
comfort and improvement. 

Many wmks of a minor character nave been added, which it 
is unnecessary to mention. 

The Ambulance Service has been well maintained, and the 
entire system is in good form. 

Before closing this report we cannot forbear bestowing the 
full meed of praise upon Chief Engineer, Mr. John Ponder, 
whose assiduous work in his department continues as prompt 
and reliable as it has always been.

Gentlemen — Your Finance Committee beg leave to report us 

follOWB : 

The outcome for the year has proven much more satisfactory 
than your Committee anticipated at its inception, owing to an 
unlooked-for increase in the matter of auctioneers' returns on 
sales, produced principally by the occurrence of one exceptionally 
large return (84300.00). The general drift of this source of 
income is towards shrinkage and cannot be definitely relied upon. 

The fees from cattle inspection have again diminished and 
fallen $1176.25 below the estimate made by your Committee. 

The revenue from licenses and gate fees has about main- 
tained itself. The rents from cotton presses have declined from 
$3500.00 per annum in former years to £807.00 per annum now. 

Against these changeable sources of Income, added to the 
fixed appropriation of the State of £90,000.00 per annum. we 
have to present the annual outlay of S119.5S4-.00 for the main- 
tenance of the Hospital, inclusive of ordinary repairs. 

The necessary enlargement of the institution brings with it 
increased expenses that have to he met. 

The "Special Fund," made up of Legacies and Donations, 
has been uniformly used tor works of improvement, ami is 
largely drawn upon for such purposes. The fund has been 
reduced lo&n.'Jiiu.OO. 

In view of the facts alluded to above, we would earnestly 
recommend that efforts be made to have the State's appropria 
tion increased.

To I lie Board of Administrators: 

Gentlemen — Signal benefits Unit aceord with tin; achieve- 
ments of modern progress adaptable to our facilities ami work, 
have enlarged the -scope of this charity to the extent of its 
fulfillment in practical design, and of which in pleasure and 
pride I feel honored to report upon. These Iwnefits evince their 
merit in the economy of management that, aside from medical 
results, are made obvious in the following statistical detail: 
Daring the year 1899 9149 patieuts were eared for in the Indoor 
Service, which included 669 remaining on January 1st of the 
year, and 4971 whites and 3r>o0 colored admitted daring its coarse. 
This is 761 patients more than were caved lor in the previous 
year, and of the total number, the Hospital daily average, " 
is significant of a shorter period of detention, that has not been 
equaled iu fourteen years, and that improved methods alone 
have obtained. 

The increase of admissions suffices for an acknowledgment 
of service that medical inquiry and care make acceptable and 
expeditious in result. 

The discharged list numbered 72S6. The mortuary report, 
including 379 patients admitted in a dying state, is 1290; the 
deatli rate in total 1.3 percent., and with the moribund number 
deducted, 9 per cent. 

The Outdoor Clinic Service exceeds any previous year of its 
history ni t he number of new patients that received attention, 
namely, 21,80.3, and to whom 69,999 consultations were addi- 
tionally given. The increasing attendance iD this department 
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and narrowed allotment of department facilities, will require 
rearrangement of Bjpace for the comfort and convenience of pati- 
ents in waiting. 

In the Maternity Service the births numbered 2^1; six 
deaths occurred among mothers, and includes four that were 
admitted in a moribund condition. The total death rate was 2\ 
per cent, ; the death rate proper is less than 1 per cent. 

Our efficient and competent corps rendered speedy aid and 
succor to 1417 eases of Ambulance service, averaging in time 
but 26J minutes for each case. The Ambulances arc thoroughly 
equipped and in excellent working order. 

The surgical work of the A. B. Miles Amphitheatre has been 
exemplary in detail and results; every mechanical aid, sped lie 
care and precaution is practiced to the protection and security of 
patient. Culture tubes ami racks for confirmation of diagnosis 
and test proof of prognosis of surgical disease have been added 
to its many facilities. 

The major surgical operations for the year numbered 812, 
and the accidents oared for were 3514 

The remaining glass wainscoting of the Amphitheatre is 
proving sorely defective in giving space for accumulation of 
dust and the propagation of objectionable animal and vegetable 
life It should be replaced by marble to offset this serious 
defect) and to be in harmony with the Lavatory and Amphi- 
theatre pit. 

The medical and surgical histories arranged with the cata- 
logue classification are being carefully bound in convenient and 
easily handled volumes, which giveseecurity and penuauency to 
their value. The Registrar records 1148 ease histories filed in 
the year's course. 

The Pathological Department is ably reported for in the 
accompanying report of Dr. O. L. Potbier, whose industry, zeal 
and accomplishment it is my pleasure to commend. The with- 
drawal of Dr. S. F. Mioton from service in the department was 
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to he regretted. His competent assistance unit diligence 
won for him our respect and confidence. Dr. M. Cotm-i. who 
succeeds him, has several years' training, and is fully competent 

The graduation of the Senior Class of the Training Sc 
for Female Nurses occurred in the month of December, The 

i al reports of the School's progress were submitted through 
your Medical Committee, and are deserving of your especial 
attention. The question of trained and efficient nursing vitally 
concerns hospital organization, the modern benefits to patient 
and the essential of medical result. The report of the Directress 
is replete with all necessary information of the present deficiency, 
and her recommendations deserve the most prompt and active 
consideration, committee commitment and support to consum- 
mate. ! beg for this your earliest attention. 

The Richard Milliken Memorial, furnished and complete, 
was dedicated on .May 4th, and opened for the reception of 
patients. Its perfection in the charity of sick relief to the 
infant and child is unrivaled, and in the appreciation of a wide 
and discerning criticism, it has the credit of a model in hospital 
construction and appointment. 

Improvements perfected during the year have been in 
matters of practical efficiency, and relate in bath room, closet 
and lavatory addition to west end of main building ; renin al ion 
and rearrangement of colored female service to the needs of 
sanitation, expediency and comfort ; mere; lm-e medical 

wards in the service of the white male and female department, 
made possible by the occupancy of the Richard Milliken Memo- 
rial ; the erection of an open-air pavilion for the protection and 
health-giving benefits to convalescent male patients; the 
appointment and completion of the X-Ray dark room, vastly 
improving the service of the apparatus by insuring its efficiency 
and positive results ; tin* introduction of machinery with electro- 
motor force for the sharpening, polishing ami repair of suigieal 
instruments that will prove economical and convenient : removal 
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of city telephones to a more accessible location, securing prompt- 
ness and attention m tlit- service and a convenience to tlie staff. 
This, with the complement of auxiliaries in lavatories, improved 
ventilation, and many minor changes, represent the yes 
additions. 

Tin> present duties, increased by improvements made within 
the last year, enlarge the work of detail and make necessary the 
increase in the Resident Student Corps of two additional mem- 
bers, the filling of which positions I respectfully recommend be 
empowered the Medical Committee at the next annual competi- 
tive examination. The position of Resident Student is one in 
which medical knowledge and attainment is the prerequisite, 
and I desire to farther recommend that the grade of applicants 
l>e limited to attendants upon no less than three medical sessions 
of the college coarse. 

The present library location becomes desirable for staff 
accommodation with its increase in number, and we have 
selected for your approval space on the upper floo* of the main 
building, appropriate and fitting for library use, and to which 
its removal is recommended. 

The vi si ting rules ad opted for the Richard Milliken Memo- 
rial annex, and that exists in every institution throughout i In- 
country, have proven admirable, their adoption for the Hospital 
proper would be of great benefit in lessening the introduction of 
infectious diseases, in controlling the dietary and medical results, 
in freeing the institution of harmful and useless food and 
material introduced through the exercise of the existing 
privilege, and that materially interferes with the responsibility 
and scientific care of the sick. 

Attention is directed to the increasing number of aged and 
infirm helpless poor, for whom hospital confinement is an intlic- 
tion. In the absence of the city's provision for their rare, 
charity instinct impels their admission. Sixty-two are now 
being cared for in this Hospital. Some effort toward securing 
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the admission of this class of poor people into the City's Alms 
House deserves consideration. 

Contemplative of the requirement of rearrangement to 
growing necessities, and efficiency of service in accord with 
recommendations conveyed in the reports of Training School. 
arid of previous mention, outlines and plans ure in readiness for 
your inspection and criticism. 

The engrossing detail of medical work and the vast amount 
of active service represented in the figures herein mentioned, 
bespeak the merit of service of the medical staff who shared is 
Qua work, am] especially my excellent assistants, Drs. E. D. 
Fenaer and J. M. Batchelor. 

The Sisters of Charity, than whom there can be none more 
thorough in the essentials of cleanliness and perfection of detail, 
contributing the moral ami substantial aid to the humanitarian 
and medical benefits, deserve the acknowledgment in merit, ami 
thanks. 

The efforts of our Druggist. Mr. John J. Simeon, the Clerk, 
Mr. James Leake, and our Engineer, Mr. John Ponder, have 
been painstaking and efficient, and make pleasant tins commen- 
dation. The departmental animal reports arc herewith presenled 
with my approval. 

Perpetuity to the many provisions, innovations and medical 
benefits, that the wisdom of administration vouchsafe in strength- 
g the character of humanity and ennobling results, mark 
inalterable good that the retiring Governor and your direc- 
tion have in praise and reward.

Benttmen— The tide of improvement in hospital advantage, 
facilitated through the wisdom and discretion of your Board,

An alignment in a cause so gracious ami judicious is a 
pride, conceivable to the humility and instrument of my posi- 
tion in the honor it gives to report upon. 

The School's Directory now records 81 graduates scattered 
throughout the South, and spreading title Influence of this inspir- 
ing fount of charity and sick relief to the untrained ami Inex- 
perienced multitude. 

It is a pleasure to feel that they have continued in harmony 
with our endeavor, and as a unit, in the ulterior motive of the 
calling. 

The demand upon the part of the public for nurses of onr 
registry continues active, in convincing proof of their adapt 
ability and intelligent training. 

T lie engrossing detail of modern nursing has made evident 
the unwillingness and inefficiency of the male nurse, and our 
needs in the matter of the male division becomes, very urgently, 
a subject for your prompt attention. 

It is my desire to have your approval and support in sup- 
plying the nursing corps required from the ranks of the pupil 
female nurses of our School, and in thus widening their oppor-

tun i ties for practical training, add to the fulfillment of a modern 
nursing system. 

The Sisters in charge of the various divisions are all gradu- 
ates of the School, and will insure proper direction of the pupils 
and their efficiency. The practical inauguration of this system 
makes necessary the construction of a home sufficiently large for 
their accommodation, and to which matter your attention is 
respectfully asked. 

Daring the past year a larger number of applications were 
received than of an; {previous year.
